Executive Order 17-03 for Regional Emergencies 
Conditional and Temporary Relief from  

Motor Carrier Rules and Regulations
WHEREAS, K.S.A. 48-925(b) provides that the Governor 
may issue orders and proclamations which shall have the 
force and effect of law under subsection (b) of K.S.A. 48-
924: and
WHEREAS, on the 25th day of August, 2017, the Pres-
ident of the United States declared a major disaster for 
the state of Texas under the authority of the Robert T. 
Stafford Disaster Relief and Emergency Assistance Act, 
42 U.S.C. 5121 et seq., as a result of damage caused by 
Hurricane Harvey; and
WHEREAS, this disaster has caused an interruption in 
the operation and delivery of essential services and sup-
plies, destroyed crucial infrastructure, threatens physical 
harm, and endangers the public welfare; and
WHEREAS, these conditions require the operation of 
motor carriers and drivers of commercial motor vehicles 
for the purposes of providing direct assistance to sup-
plement local, state, and federal efforts in relief and res-
toration efforts in the affected areas in the state of Texas.

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Executive Order/Bond Sale/Notices

NOW, THEREFORE, pursuant to the authority vested 
in me as Governor of the State of Kansas, I hereby ac-
knowledge a state of emergency exists in Texas and de-
clare it necessary to assist and expedite disaster recovery 
efforts. In order to accommodate this need and to pro-
vide assistance to the citizens of Texas in this hazardous 
situation, I hereby order the following:

1.	 This declaration only applies to those motor carriers 
and persons operating commercial motor vehicles 
directly participating in the relief and restoration 
effort; and

2.	 In accordance with Title 49 C.F.R. § 390.23, Kansas 
will honor the President’s relief of C.F.Rs § 390-
399; and

3.	 The licensing, certification, and permitting rules 
and regulations as required by the Kansas Corpo-
ration Commission are temporarily suspended; and

4.	 The registration and fuel tax permits as enforced by 
the Kansas Department of Revenue are temporarily 
suspended; and

5.	 Motor carriers participating in restoration and relief 
efforts must still obtain the requisite over dimen-
sion/overweight permits as required by the Kansas 
Department of Transportation prior to operating; 
however, the fees associated with these permits are 
temporarily waived; and

6.	 Participating motor carriers bringing foliage for 
livestock are limited to a load that does not exceed 
12 feet in width and does not exceed a height of 14 
feet, six inches; and

7.	 All other applicable state and federal regulations 
shall apply to include but not limited to: Title 49 
C.F.R. Part 382, Controlled Substances and Alcohol 
Use and Testing; the Kansas Motor Vehicle Driver’s 
License Act, K.S.A. 8-234 et. seq. and Title 49 C.F.R. 
Part 383 Commercial Driver’s License Standards 
as adopted by the Kansas Uniform Commercial 
Drivers’ License Act, K.S.A. 8-2,125 et. seq., the fed-
eral Minimum Levels of Financial Responsibility 
(insurance requirements) Title 49 C.F.R. Part 387 
as adopted by K.A.R. 82-4-3n and state insurance 
requirements as provided in K.A.R. 82-4-23; and, 
adherence to the regulations governing the Trans-
portation of Hazardous Materials as provided Title 
49 C.F.R. 397 and adopted by K.A.R.82-4-3k and 
Parts: 107, 171-173, 177, 178 and 180 as adopted by 
K.A.R.82-4-20.

FURTHER, This document shall be in force and effect 
through the duration of the motor carrier’s assistance in 
the disaster relief effort, not to exceed a period of thirty 
(30) days from the date of the signing of this order, unless 
rescinded or expanded by executive order or concurrent 
resolution of the legislature.

Upon adoption of these proposed amended 
regulations, KDHE will submit these regulations to the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) as a re-
vision to the approved State of Kansas Part 70 Operating 
Permit Program.

A summary of the proposed regulations and the esti-
mated economic impact follows:
Summary of Regulations:

K.A.R. 28-19-202. Annual emissions fee. KDHE is pro-
posing to revoke the current annual emissions fee regula-
tion K.A.R. 28-19-202 under general provisions and com-
bine it with the annual emissions inventory requirements 
of K.A.R. 28-19-517 under the Class I Operating Permit 
regulations, K.A.R. 28-19-500 et seq.

K.A.R. 28-19-516. Class I operating permits; applica-
tion fees. KDHE is proposing to increase all application 
fees specified in K.A.R. 28-19-516 to supplement the Class 
I Operating Permit Program fee schedule. Additionally, 
KDHE is proposing to eliminate the existing language 
in K.A.R. 28-19-516(c) allowing a reduction of fee by the 
amount paid in annual emission fees.

K.A.R. 28-19-517. Class I operating permits; annual 
emissions inventory and fees.

KDHE is proposing to incorporate new emissions fee 
language in K.A.R. 28-19-517 applicable to only sources 
required to submit an annual emission inventory pursu-
ant to K.A.R. 28-19-517. KDHE is proposing to increase 
the emissions fee from the existing $37.00 per ton to 
$53.00 per ton for calendar year 2018 and beyond, estab-
lish a base annual emission fee of $1,000, establish the op-
tion for an electronic submittal or paper submittal with 
associated fee, and amend language concerning late fees, 
refunds, and credits to encourage timely submission and 
discourage inaccurate reporting.
Economic Impact:

The proposed amendments impose no additional costs 
to the implementing agency, other governmental agen-
cies, units, or the general public.

Class I sources required to apply for a Class I operating 
permit or renewal pursuant to K.A.R. 28-19-516 will incur 
a cost ranging from $750 to $3000 per application.

Article 5.—CHANGE IN THE PLACE OF USE,  
THE POINT OF DIVERSION OR THE USE MADE 
OF WATER UNDER AN EXISTING WATER RIGHT

5-5-9. Approval of application for a change in the 
use made of water from irrigation to any other type 
of beneficial use of water. (a) The approval of a change 
in the use made of water from irrigation to any other 
type of beneficial use of water shall not be approved if 
the change will cause the net consumptive use from the 
local source of water supply to be greater than the net 
consumptive use from the same local source of water 
supply by the original irrigation use based on the fol-
lowing requirements:

(1) The maximum annual quantity of water to be al-
lowed by the approved change shall be the authorized 
quantity of the water right multiplied by the consump-
tive use percentage specified for the county within 
which the change is approved, as shown on the de-
partment’s map titled “consumptive use percentages in 
Kansas, by county,” dated August 3, 2017 and hereby 
adopted by reference.

(2) In determining whether the net consumptive use of 
water will be increased by the proposed change in the 
use made of water, the applicant shall be given credit 
by the chief engineer for any return flows from the pro-
posed type of beneficial use of water that will return to 
the same local source of supply as the return flows from 
the originally authorized type of beneficial use of water, 
as substantiated by the applicant to the satisfaction of the 
chief engineer by an engineering report or similar type of 
hydrologic analysis.

(3) The authorized quantity to be changed to the new 
type of beneficial use of water shall never exceed the 
maximum annual quantity authorized by the water right.

(4) If a water right that overlaps the authorized place of 
use of one or more other water rights, either in whole or 
in part, is being changed to a different type of beneficial 
use of water, the total net consumptive use of all water 
rights after the change is approved shall not exceed the 
total net consumptive use of all of the rights before the 
change is approved.

(5) The approval for a change in the use made of water 
shall also be limited by that quantity reasonable for the 
use proposed by the change in the use made of water in 
order to prevent waste pursuant to K.A.R. 5-1-1.

(b) Upon request of the applicant, the historic net con-
sumptive use actually made during the perfection peri-
od, or before June 28, 1945 for vested rights, under the 
water right proposed to be changed shall be considered 
by the chief engineer. The burden shall be on the own-
er to document that historic net consumptive use with 
an engineering study, or equivalent documentation and 
analysis, and demonstrate to the satisfaction of the chief 
engineer that the analysis submitted by the applicant is 
a more accurate estimate of the historic net consumptive 
use than the net consumptive use calculated using the 
methodology specified in paragraph (a)(1).

(c) If the methods specified in subsection (a) produce 
an authorized annual quantity of water that could result 
in impairment of other water rights, the chief engineer 
shall make a site-specific net consumptive use analysis 
to determine the quantity of water that was actually ben-
eficially consumed under the water right. If the water 
right is within a groundwater management district and 
the district has additional site-specific data available, the 
data may be submitted to the chief engineer for consid-
eration. The quantity approved shall be limited to the 
quantity determined to be reasonable by the chief engi-
neer’s analysis.

(d) A term permit that would increase the consumptive 
use of the water right or would otherwise circumvent the 
limits specified in this regulation shall not be issued to 
any applicant. (Authorized by K.S.A. 82a-706a; imple-
menting K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 82a-708b; effective Nov. 28, 
1994; amended Sept. 22, 2017.)
5-5-10. Partial changes in the use made of water from 

irrigation to another type of beneficial use of water. (a) 
If an irrigation right is to be divided and only a portion 
of the rate and quantity will be changed to a different 
beneficial use of water, only that portion of the annual 
quantity of the water right being changed to a different 
type of beneficial use of water shall be reduced as neces-
sary to prevent the net consumptive use from increasing.

(b) The authorized place of use for the irrigation right 
may be reduced in proportion to the reduction in annual 
quantity caused by the change. If the irrigator wants to 
retain more than that person’s proportional allotment of 
acres after the change, the procedures specified in K.A.R. 
5-5-11(b)(2)(B)(ii) shall be followed to determine whether 
the irrigator shall be allowed to retain more acreage.

(c) The authorized rate of diversion shall be divided 
between the irrigation use and the non-irrigation use. 
Each reasonable division of the rate by the parties shall 
be approved. A reasonable division of the rate shall be 
based on the actual rate of withdrawal at the time of the 
application and the existing physical conditions of the 
water source at the time of the application. The division 
of the maximum rate of diversion shall not be required to 
be proportional to the division of the quantity if the divi-
sion of the rate of diversion is reasonable to divert each 
portion of the annual quantity of water after the division 
of the water right is made.

(d) The division of the annual quantity shall be calcu-
lated as follows:

(1) Calculate the maximum quantity that could be 
changed to another type of beneficial use of water if the en-
tire water right were changed pursuant to K.A.R. 5-5-9(a)(1).
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(2) Divide the annual quantity sought to be changed to the 
new beneficial use of water by the maximum quantity that 
could be changed if the entire water right were changed.

The result shall be the percentage of the entire reduced 
water right that will be changed to the new beneficial use 
of water. The remaining percentage of the current water 
right may be retained by the irrigation water right owner.

(3) Multiply the remaining percentage times the total 
currently authorized quantity. The result shall be the an-
nual quantity of water that may be retained by the irriga-
tion water right owner. (Authorized by K.S.A. 82a-706a; 
implementing K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 82a-708b; effective Nov. 
28, 1994; amended Sept. 22, 2017.)
5-5-16. Additional wells. (a) An application to change 

a point of diversion by adding an additional point of di-
version to divert groundwater, by either constructing a 
new well or moving a portion of a water right to a well 
that has previously been authorized by the chief engi-
neer, shall not be approved unless the application meets 
the following requirements:

(1) Each proposed point of diversion shall meet the re-
quirements of K.S.A. 82a-708b, and amendments there-
to, and any applicable regulations adopted by the chief 
engineer.

(2) The total maximum quantity of water authorized 
to be diverted each calendar year by the original well or 
wells, and the additional well or wells, shall not exceed 
any of the following limits:

(A) The maximum annual quantity of water that has 
been perfected;

(B) the maximum annual quantity of water authorized 
to be diverted before approval of the change; or

(C) the maximum consumptive use of water during 
the perfection period as required by K.A.R. 5-5-3 and as 
specified in either of the following:

(i) If the water right authorizes the use of water for ir-
rigation use, the consumptive use of water shall be pre-
sumed to not be increased in violation of K.A.R. 5-5-3 if 
the maximum annual quantity requested does not exceed 
the quantity in acre-feet calculated by use of the following 
formula: multiply the maximum number of acres legally 
irrigated in any one year during the perfection period by 
the 80 percent chance net irrigation requirements (N.I.R.), 
as specified in K.A.R. 5-5-12 expressed in acre-feet, and di-
vide that number by a delivery efficiency of 0.85; or

(ii) if the water right authorizes the use of water for 
irrigation and an additional well or wells are authorized 
for a beneficial use of water that is not irrigation, the con-
sumptive use of the portion of the water right used for 
irrigation shall be determined as specified in paragraph 
(a)(2)(C)(i). The non-irrigation portion of the water right 
available for diversion shall be determined as specified in 
K.A.R. 5-5-9 and K.A.R. 5-5-10.

(3) The total maximum rate of diversion that may be 
authorized for the original well or wells and the addi-
tional well or wells shall not be greater than the total 
maximum rate of diversion that could have been divert-
ed from the original well or wells if they were currently 
being replaced by new wells at substantially the origi-
nally authorized location or locations in the same local 
source of supply. The maximum rate of diversion shall 
be one of the following:

(A) The total rate of diversion based on a current water 
flow rate test done on the point or points of diversion; or

(B) a value resulting from a hydraulic analysis, which 
may include rate tests, pump tests, and water level data, 
submitted by the applicant and acceptable to the chief 
engineer based on the veracity of its data and its proper 
application of scientific principles, showing the current 
capacity of the aquifer to yield water at the currently au-
thorized point or points of diversion.

(4) A condition shall be placed on the approval of the 
application for change authorizing the additional well or 
wells that provides that, for the sole purpose of adminis-
tering wells concerning direct impairment, the addition-
al well or wells shall be considered to have the priority 
of the date the application was filed to add the additional 
well or wells.

(b) The applicant shall submit the following information:
(1) A well completion log of the currently authorized 

well or a stratigraphic log of a test hole located within 
300 feet of the currently authorized well;

(2) the depth of the currently authorized well;
(3) the current depth to the static water level of the cur-

rently authorized well;
(4) a stratigraphic log of a test hole located within 300 

feet of the proposed location of each of the proposed ad-
ditional well or wells; and

(5) any additional information that the chief engineer 
may require to understand the nature of the proposed 
additional well or wells.

(c) The proposed additional well or wells shall meet 
one of the following conditions:

(1) Meet the well spacing requirements to all other 
wells with a priority earlier than the date on which the 
change application was filed; or

(2) demonstrate by a hydraulic analysis, which may 
include rate tests, pump tests, and water level data, as 
submitted by the applicant and acceptable to the chief 
engineer based on the veracity of its data and its proper 
application of scientific principles, that the approval of 
an additional well within 300 feet of a currently autho-
rized well location, or within the geographic center of a 
currently authorized battery of wells, will neither impair 
any water rights senior to the date on which the appli-
cation for change was filed nor prejudicially affect the 
public interest.

(d) Each point of diversion authorized by an approval of 
an application for change for an additional well shall have 
a specific assignment of a maximum instantaneous rate of 
diversion and a maximum annual quantity of water.

(e) Each well authorized by a water right that has been 
changed under the provisions of this regulation shall be 
equipped with a separate water flowmeter that meets or 
exceeds the specifications for water flowmeters adopted 
by the chief engineer.

(f) Each approval of an additional well or wells shall 
have a condition that reserves jurisdiction for the chief 
engineer to review the approval of the additional well or 
wells at intervals of at least five years, and not more than 
10 years, to determine if the total annual quantity of wa-
ter actually being withdrawn by all wells authorized by 
the approval of an application for change is exceeding the 

(continued)
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total annual quantity of water that could have been phys-
ically withdrawn if the additional well or wells had not 
been approved. If the chief engineer determines during 
the review that the total annual quantity being withdrawn 
by all the wells, including the additional wells, exceeds the 
total annual quantity of water that could have been phys-
ically withdrawn by the original well or wells, the total 
maximum annual quantity that can be withdrawn by all 
the wells shall be reduced by the chief engineer to the total 
maximum annual quantity that could have been physical-
ly withdrawn by the original well or wells. (Authorized by 
K.S.A. 82a-706a; implementing K.S.A. 82a-706a and K.S.A. 
2016 Supp. 82a-708b; effective Sept. 22, 2000; amended

Article 14.—ENFORCEMENT AND APPEALS

5-14-11. Civil fines; water use reporting. (a) Any 
owner of a water right or approval of application may 
be assessed a civil penalty of $1,000 per year for each wa-
ter right or approval of application for which the owner 
does not perform the following:

(1) Timely submit an annual water use report pursuant 
to K.S.A. 82a-732, and amendments thereto; and

(2) submit a complete and accurate water use report 
pursuant to K.S.A. 82a-732, and amendments thereto.

(b) If the owner submits both the complete and accu-
rate water use report and payment of the civil penalty af-
ter March 1 but before June 1, the civil penalty per water 
right or approval of application may be reduced to $250 
for each water right or approval of application.

If the owner submits the reduced civil penalty but 
not the water use report after March 1, the civil penal-
ty may increase on June 1 to the maximum civil penalty 
of $1,000 for each water right or approval of application. 
The initial reduced civil penalty received after March 1 
but before June 1 shall be applied toward the maximum 
civil penalty owed. (Authorized by K.S.A. 82a-706a; im-
plementing K.S.A. 82a-706a, K.S.A. 2016 Supp.

If the owner or 
operator of an electronic auction is also the owner or op-
erator of a public livestock market, the annual fee for the 
electronic auction license shall be $125.

(c) Each license shall expire annually on June 30, pur-
suant to K.S.A. 47-1001e and amendments thereto.

(d) It shall be illegal to operate a public livestock market 
or conduct an electronic auction without a valid license, 
pursuant to K.S.A. 47-1001e and amendments thereto.
